NOTIFICATION 

Wealth-Tax 

New Delhi, the 31st March 1970 

S.O. 267 (E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 46 of the Wealth- 
tax Act, 1957 (27 of 1957), the Central Board of Direct Taxes hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Wealth-tax Rules, 1957, namely:— 

1, (1) These rules may be called the Wealth-tax (Second Amendment) Rules, 
1976. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of April, 1976 

2. In the Wealth-tax Rules, 1957 (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
rules), after Chapter V, the following Chapter shall be Inserted, namely:— 

“CHAPTER VA 
Settlement op Cases 

22A. Form of application for settlement of case —-(1) An application for settle¬ 
ment of a case under sub-section (1) of section 22C shall be made in quintuplieate 
m Form DA, 

(2) The form of application referred to in sub-rule (1) and the form of veri¬ 
fication appended thereto shall be signed by the person specified in section 15A. 
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(3) Every application in connection with the settlement of a case shall be 
accompanied by a fee of five hundred rupees. 

22B. Fee for furnishing* copy of report.—(1) The following scale of fees shall 
be levied by the Settlement Commission for furnishing under section 22G a copy 
of any report or part of any report made by any Wealtli-tax authority to the 
Settlement Commission;— 

For the first two hundred words or less 80 paise 

For every additional hundred words or fraction thereof 40 paise. 

(2) The fee referred to in sub-rule (1) shall be recovered in advance in cash.”. 
3. In the principal rules,— 

(a) in Form F,-— 

(i) in item 6, after the figures and brackets ‘T8(l)”, the figures, letter 
and brackets “/18(1)” shall be inserted; 

(ii) in item 7, after the figures and brackets “18(3)”, the figures, letter 
and brackets ‘‘/18A(1)” shall be inserted; 

(Hi) in item 8, after the figures “18”, the figures, letter and brackets 
“/18A(l)/23” shall be inserted; 

(b) after Form D, the following Form shall be Inserted, namely:— 

Form DA
